A photograph of a woman and two 
children, with the name “Lawrence,” 
written on the back, ils the only clew to 
the identity of a man who was found 
dead beside the Big Four Railroad 


tracks in East Alton early Saturday, 
with both legs practically cut off. 

The man had evidently been struck 
by a train Friday night, and marks in 
the snow indicated that he had strug- 
glied desperately in an effort to reach 
assistance before succumbing to loss of 
blood and cold. His body was frozen 
stiff when found.

NEWCASTLE, Pa., Feb. 15.—T. P. 
Williams, candidate for re-election next 
Tuesday as alderman and at liberty 
on bond pending his trial on “four 
charges of extortion, today shot him- 
self through the right temple, dying 
within a few minutes.

JUDGE IN MARION GRAY 
CASE DENOUNCES AGENCY 


Woman Who Managed Affinity 
Club Hangs Head as Jury 
Is Charged. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—Judge Landis 
poured judicial wrath on Marion Gray, 
the Elgin (Ill.) “affinity broker,” to- 
day when he charged the jury that has 
listened for a week to evidence that the 
young woman used the mails improper- 
ly. | 

The jury retired shortly before noon. 
Mig Gray is liable under each ceunt to 
an imprisonment of five years. She 
swooned when Judge Dethea, under her 
first plea of guilty, which was later 
withdrawn, hinted at such a sentence, 

The courtroom was crowded with well- 
dressed men and women, some said to 
be victims of Miss Gray's ‘‘Soul-Mating 
Searchlight Club.’’ 

Judge Landis declared “Cupid agen- 
-Gles are contemptible.’’ The literature 
and correspondence in evidence he char- 
acterized as “rot” and “stuff.”

NO KNIFE IS FOUND 





Jefferson County Officials 
Say Suicide Was Abso- 
lutely Impossible. 


Mystery surrounds the death of Jacob 
Ryffei, 564 years old, of 285 Neosho 
street, who was found with his head al- 
most severed at Festus. Mo. 
impaneled by Coro- 
of Jefferson County 
of homicide and or- 
Bennett. John Cul- 
linane and James Sheehan be held for 
the grand jury.

Ryffel had been missing from his St. 
Louis home since Feb. 5, when he de- 
parted, telling his sister, Mrs. William 
Hoffman, that he was going to look for 
work in a cement factory near Luxem- 
bourg, St. Louis County. 

Knife Used Is Missing. 

When his body was found, letters ad- 
dressed to, Mrs. Hoffman were in his 
pocket. He was identified by a book 
which showed that he was a member 
of the Brewery Workers’ Union of St. 
Louis. 

According to testimony at the inquest, 
the last man seen with Ryffel was 
George Bennett, who, with Cullinane 
and Sheehan, had been traveling in 
freight cars. 

A few minutes after Ryffel was seen 
talking with Bennett his body was 
found in an open lot back of the beer 
depot, 100 yards from the Bonne Terre 
railroad station. . 

No knife was found. Bennett, Shee- 
han and Cullinane were arrested and 
held for the Ceroner. Sheehan and Cul- 
linane protest that they never saw 
Ryffel. 

Bennett says that Ryffel stopped him 
on the station platform anu insisted on 
telling him his troubles. 

Men Held Protest Innocence. 

“I tried to get away from him,” said 
Bennett at the inquest, ‘but he 
wou.dn’t let me. He told me that he 
had been working in the lead mills at 
Herculaneum and had lost his jon 
there. He seemed to be despondent be- 
cause he couldn't find work. I told him 
to cheer up and I walked away. That 
was the last I saw of him.”’ . 

Coroner Hensley says that the wound 
was such that Ryffel could not have in- 
flicted it himself. 

No evidence was iutroduced to show 
any motive which might have prompted 
murder. Ryffel had been in town two 
days and apparently had no money. His 
sister says that when he left St. Louis 
he had only 2% cents. 

Ryffel came to St. Louis three years 
ago from Ryffel, Switzerland, where he 
has a wife and five children. He often 
complained because he was unable to 
save enough money to send for his 
family.

The search for him through the Con- 


sul at Guayaquil, Ecuador, has revealed 
a story of a ship's crew's suffering. Be- 
calmed without water or food, ten men, 
including Jeffs, abandoned their vessel 
last May and until November lived on 
turtles and pelicans on Indefatigable 
Island in the Galapagos group about 
a thousand miles west of Ecuador. 
Ate but Wouldn’t Work. 

Jeffs has only himself to blame for 
being still there. He would’t Le!p forage 
for food but he ate his share. He 
wouldn't change camps when the others 
wanted to. They were saved and he 
was not. His independence was revealed 
in a letter from his Captain to Mrs. 
Henry G. Claredge of Norwalk, Conn., 
Jeffs’ sister. Her husband appedled to 
Congressman Hill of Connecticut to 
have Jefis rescued. 

Congressman Hill's appeal set the ma- 
chinery of the State Department in mo- 
tion and Jeffs’ story, reading: like Rob- 
inson Crusoe’s journal, has been fre- 
ceived from the Consul-General at 
Guayaquil, Ecuador. 

Captain Tells Story. 

The story is in the form of a state- 
ment to the Consul by Capt. E. Peter- 
son of the Norwegian barque Alexandria 
of Christiana, Norway, speaking for 
seven of the crew. It is as follows: 

7° arrived at Guayaquil Nov. 9 in 
the small sailing vessel Isidra Jacinta, 
under command of German Capt. Bohn- 
hoff, who was sent by the Nerwegian 
Consul. acting for Hans Erickssen of 
Iquique, to look for us on the Galapa- 
gos Islands where we (captain and nine 
men) landed in boats from the barque 
Alexandra on May 20, looking fer wa- 
ter. 

“The Barque Alexandra left Newcas- 
tle, New South Wales, Nov. 26, 1906, 
for Panama with a cargo of coal and 
cendition. We were 
becalmed near Galapagos and drifted 
about for many days until previsions 
and water were nearly exhausted. We 
left the ship on May 8 in lifebeats to 
try to make Charles Island, but failed 
in this on account of the strong current 
and had to return to the ship. 

Drinkable Water Found. 

“We then tried to find Chatham 
Island and on May 20, entirely witheut 
water, we had to land on Indefatigable 
Island. Here we lost our boats. After 
severa! days we found drinkable wa- 
ter, an? from that time until picked up, 
Oct. 28, we lived as best we could on 
turtles, pelicans, etc. After about four 
months some of our men found a place 
on the other side of the island which 
they called Trappers Cove. 

“The men who found it returned to 
the camp on the west coast to com- 
municate the news to us, thinking that 
we were more likely to be picked up 
there. We alk agreed except Sailor 
Fred Jeffs, who rfused and said no- 
body could command him toe go and he 
wanted to stay where he was. 

‘We tried to persuade him, but found 
it useless and so left him with a bag, 
fire and some turtles, thinking he would 
follow a few days later. After many 
days of hard v «king over the sharp 
rock and stones, we arrived at our new 
camp. On Oct. 2% the Alexandra Isidra 
Jacinta came into the bay and Capt. 
Bohnhoff was teld of our circumstances, 

One Sailor Dies. 

“Tie said he would take us to Chat- 
ham Island and return for Jeffs, but 
as strong currents <#-at the ship too 
much north |e did not make Chatham 
Island, but proceeded to Guayaquil, 
where we arrived Nov. 8, 1907."

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—Michael Devala, 
41 years old, a giant in strength, em- 
ployed at the Illinois Steel Co.’s mills in 
South Chicago, was arrested today and 
charged with the brutal murder of 
Joseph Devenick Jr., 3-year-old son of 
his landlord, Joseph Devenick of 8543 
Mackinac avenue. The child’s mother 
accuses Devala of scalding the little 
boy to death because she repulsed his 
love. 

Devala came home from work early 
yesterday, she charges. For some time 
he has been™trying to make love to her. 
Yesterday he was inflamed by drink 
and his advances were more arrogant. 

When Mrs. Devenick erdered him 
from the house, she charges, he 
grabbed the child and set fire to its 
clothing with matches. The mother 
threw water over the boy, but Devala 
repeated his attempt and the mether 
ran from the house for help. 

Devala, Mrs. Devenick charges, took 
little Joseph, pinned the lad’s body be- 
tween the knees with the head thrown 
backward, and, taking a _ kettle of 
water from the stove, poured the scald- 
ing water into the boy’s face until he 
was cooked into unconsciousness. Then 
Devala tossed the child’s’ body aside 
and fled before the woman's screams 
brought help. 

The celony of Austrians was aroused 
by the deed, but did not report it te the 
police until the child died, early this 
morning. Detectives captured Devala 
during the morning. They had to fight 
their way through a lane of angry men 
and women to get him to the police sta- 
tion. After he was locked in a cell, the 
Austrians gathered and cried ‘‘Lynch 
him,” “Kill Devala.”’ 

The little boy’s father, when granted 
permission to see the prisoner, sprang 
on him with a knife and it required 
several policemen to restrain him from 
stabbing the fellow. Devala was help- 
lessiy drunk when found by the police.

Eelna’s letters, with these of her 
mother and of Mrs. Mabelle Snell Mc- 
Namara of Kansas City, Col. Snell's 
titian-haired favorite, were found in 
Col. Snell’s trunk by Richard Snell, the 
disinherited only living son, after his 
father’s funeral, and are in the custe- 
dy of the Court, but only Mrs. Hamil- 
ton’s letters have been introduced in 
evidence. Mabelle’s letters were de- 
barred by Judge Cochran, whe is pre- 
siding, and for their own reasens Rich- 
ard Snell’s lawyers did not effer Eelna’s 
letters nor those of other women in 
Clinton and nearby towns who corre- 
sponded with Cel. Snell and received 
gifts from him. 

Although Eelna’s letters have net 
been formally introduced, the follewing 
are authentic duplicates: 

A letter dated Sept. 5, 1906, urged Col. 
‘ion to visit the Hamilton home and 
make Eelna happy. It read: 

“My Dearest and Best Friend—I got 
the letter that yeu sent me and also 
the $10. Thank you. I am so happy. 
Come over abeut Saturday and make 
me so happy. I will be so goed te you. 
Mamma and I went tu Indianapolis and 
got me a new coat for $%. Please send 
me $2. I know you will. I will de all 
I can to make you happy. I know you 
will send it te me. Lots of leve and 
kisses. PET.” 


Asks $10 for Dress. 


Again, Oct. 8, 1906, Eelna wrote: 

“My Dearest and Best Friend—I can’t 
imagine what you inust think of me for 
not writing to you before this. I be- 
came sick and could not ge to Indianap- 
olis with mamma. I was so disappoint- 
ed that you did not get te visit us. You 
will come seon, won't you? If yeu do 
it will make me so happy. We will all 
live with you when papa stops preach- 
ing. All the girls here have plain silk 
dresses. I always leok to you for any- 
thing I want, and I knew you will get 
it fer me. You always give it to me I 
only want $10 new to get the dress. If 
you send it to me, I will make you the 
happiest man or earth. With lots of 
love 


kiss when I see you. Next Tuesday I 
am 16 years old. What I want most is 
the money to go away to schoel. Mamma 
says you will send. me te Jacksonville 
next fall. 'I want te study music and I 
need money. I am the youngest pupil 
in my class. Oceans of leve and kisses. 
“EELNA H.” 

A letter received by Col. Snell July 21, 
1905,. from Eelna, said: 

“My Dearest ard Best Friend—When 
I received the clothes you sent me, Mmam- 
ma said, ‘What nice clothes for you to 
wear to school.’ I will try .nd maxe 
you happy and be your little sweet- 
heart, as Leota was. It will net be long 
until I go to school... I have to trouble 
you somewhat, but * know yr- will 
get-a nice lot of clethes for me if I 
will be your sweetheart. Mamma says 
you are going to get us a home in 
Bloomington and that we will live with 
you. Oh, how nice that will b>. We 
will go out driving every uuy and I 
will be so good to you. 

‘Mamma worries all the time over 
money matters. We have no heme and 
that troubles her some. I am ashamed 
of this poor little house that we live tn. 
Please send me the $150 you told 
mamma you would give me, and write 
me a nice letter. I will try to make 
you happy, and will try to be nice 
to ye:.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—New York's 
anti-tipping law was the defense in an 
action to recover $1555 brought by 4 
manufacturer against a large dry goods 
house in New York.

Hope of compefition for the contract 
to light the city after Sept. 1, 1910, and 
prospects of a maximum rate of 4 
cents a thousand feet for natural gas 
supplied to domestic consumers are con- 
tained in a bill which several Eastern 
and Western promoters have presented 
to the Municipal Assembly. 

These men, who according to Attor- 
ney George V. Reynolds, are about to 
form a company, contemplate piping 
natural gas from pools in Kansas and 
Oklahema and bind themselves to fur- 
nish their product within three years 
after the passage of the bill. 

The cost of the system which they 
propose to install will be $16,000,000, Mr. 
Reynolds says. 

Several Offers of Funds. 

Those seeking the franchise are James 
O. Rodgers and George A. Bolus of 
Iola, Kan.; Dallas C. Byers of Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; Willis B. Hale of Cleveland, 
O., and George V. Reynolds of St. Louis. 
It is announced that the capital with 
which to finance the undertaking is not 
yet pledged in full, but Mr. Reynolds 
says that offers of backing have been 
received from several quarters and that 
the ability of the promoters to estab- 
lish the system is not in doubt. 

Councilmen Crunden, Ewing and 
O’Brien told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch Friday that if the good faith 
and financial support of the company 
could be demonstrated they would vote 
for the Dill. 

In general the bill is regarded as a 
fair approach to a concession to the 
public. The term of the franchise sought 
is fixed at 25 years. Six months after 
the passage of the bill, the grantees 
agree to give the city a bond of $25,000 
to guarantee the performance of its 
conditions. Within a year after the 
ordinance is approved they promise to 
begin the work of laying pipes, and 
within the next 12 months must have 
laid 50 miles of mains in the city. A 
supply of gas, it is stipulated, must be 
ready before the end of the third year 
from the date of the bill's passage. 


Much Free Gas for City. 

Free gas for lighting or heating the 
City Hall, City Hospital, city Jail, 
Poor House, Insane Asylum and Female 
Hospital will be provided if the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly directs. One-half of 
1 per cent of the gross receipts of the 
company are to be paid to the city as 
taxes. The sale or merger of the com- 
pany’s plant and system is expressly 
prohibited by the bill. 

One clause which recalls the defeat 
of a former attempt to get a fran- 
chise for bringing natural gas to St. 
Louis is that which gives the company 
the option to substitute an artificial 
product if the pools in Kansas or Okla- 
homa fail. The bill reserves to the 
company in that event the right to 
charge 75 cents per 1000 feet for the 
artificial gas which it furnishes to con- 
sumers. 

Promoters Known in Kansas. 

IOLA, Kan., Feb. 15.—J. O. Rodgers 
and George A. Bowlus of Iola, who are 
seeking a gas-lighting franchise in St. 
L.uls, are leading business men of this 
part of Kansas. J. O. Rodgers is Presi- 
dent of the Lanyon Zinc Co., the largest 
zinc spelter works in the Kansas gas 
fields, with works at both Iola and La- 
harpe, Kan., and main offices in New 
York. 

George A. Bowlus is president of the 
Allen County State Bank of Iola and a 
heavy investor in the cement and zinc 
spelter plans of Kansas. Both men have 
dealt in gas lands for the past 15 years.

John Frederick William von 
Muegge, Always Expecting 
Fortune, Ends a Pauper. 


WAS HERE DURING FAIR 


Claimed if He Could Hold Job 
Ten Years He Would In- 
herit $300,000. 


I 





“Baron” John Frederick William von 
Muegge, who wanted to serve four 
years as a policeman in St. Louis un- 
der Mayor Overstolz, and who returned 
in the fall of 1908 and tried to get a 
job as gateman or Jefferson Guard at 
the World’s Fair, is dead in Hanover, 
Germany, according to information re- 
celved here Saturday. 

“Baron” von Muegge went from city 
to city and represented that, under the 
provisions of a strange will of his moth- 
er; he must serve 10 years in some of- 
ficial capacity to inherit a fortune of 
$300,000. By means of this story he was 
able to obtain recognition in many cil- 
les, and served on the police force in 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, Charleston, S. C.; 
Washington, New Orleans, New York, 
Philadelphia, Milwaukee and Omaha. 

Held Federal Positions. 

He said he served three years in the 
United States army, was a Deputy 
United States Marshal at Chillicothe, 
O., for some time and was also a 
watchman in the census office at Wash- 
ington. al 

When “Baron” von Muegge was last 
in St. Louis he exhibited numerous let- 
ters from Congressman Charles H. 
Grosvenor of Ohio. By some means 
Von Muegge had interested Congress- 
man Grosvener in his cause, and 
through the influence of the Ohio 
statesman he was able to get several 
Government jobs, none of which he 
held for any length of time. 

Gave Long Term Notes. 

Reports say that Von Muegge’s story 
of a title to a German estate was a 
pure fiction and that he was not a 
member of the nobility. He said that 
he had employed Congressman Gros- 
vener to assist him in getting his for- 
tune. He borrowed money from many 
people, giving his notes payable when 
he came into possession of the estate. 

Von Muegge said he was a son of 
Baron Frieherr von Muegge and that 
his mother was the Countess of Holz- 
endorf. According to his story he got 
into trouble as a boy and finally end- 
ed his European career by fighting a 
duel with a Count over a love affair. 
He wounded the Count, and was sent 
to America by his father. 

Served in Army. 

He first served three years in the 
army, then four years on the police 
force in St. Louis, and then went 
from city to city, repeating his story 
of a fortune awaiting him in Europe 
after he had served out ten years as a 
policeman or a soldier. 

The “Baron” said he had great diffi- 
culty in holding a position on account 
of his penchant for talking. He ex- 
hibited many letters purporting to be 
from Congressman Grosvener admon- 
ishing him to keep his mouth shut, 
stay sober, quit gambling and stick to 
business. The last time he came to 
St. Louis he said hé would come into 
possession of his property Oct. 1, 
1904, if he could hold a job for a few 
months as a policeman. 

Refused a Star. 

As he was 47 years old then, he 
could not get on the police force, and 
the record did not show that he had 
done previous service here. It is 
Said he died in comparative poverty 
in Hanover, where he returned a year 
ago. 

He carried papers with him which 
tended to show that his claim to the 
European fortune was genuine, and 
on the strength of these he wag able 
to get money enough to live on. He 
staid here a few months in 1903, liv- 
ing in a rooming house at Olive and 
Beaumont streets. 

He haunted police headquarters 
and the offices of the Exposition com- 
pany, but was not successful in get- 
ting employment. He went back to 
Ohio, and remained there until he 
sailed for Germany.

Brennan to Offer Measure Re- 
quiring Health Certificate 
From Employes. 


——__«£, 


A bill will be presented in the House 
of Delegates by Wilifam J. Brennan of 
the Sixteenth Ward, at the request of 
the State Factory Inspector, to regu- 
late the conduct of bakeries in the city 
and to define the dutfes and the power 
of the factory inspectors. 

Jesse W. Sikes, the State Factory In- 
spector, and a reporter of the Post-Dts- 
patch recently made 4 tour of inspec- 
tion among the bakeries in the quarter 
ef the city inhabited by the Macedonians 
and in the Ghetto. 

In both those quarters the condition 
of many of the bakeries was found to be 
so unsanitary as to menace public 
health. It was found that bakers af- 
flicted with consumption work in the 
dough, and that the State laws are vio- 
lated with impunity. 

Stnte Laws Not Effective. 

The State laws regulating the baker'es 
have been ineffective in punishing the 
bakers who violate the laws with re- 
gard to employing bakers afflicted with 


consumption and other communicable 


diseases. 
Mr. Sikes believes that the only way 


to regulate the bakeries of St. Louis and 
make them clean up and keep from em- 
ploying men who are afflicted with con- 
tagious diseases is a city ordinance 
which will give the deputy factory in- 
spectors police authority to arrest’ vio- 
lators of the law. It is his intention to 
draft a bill directed against the em- 
ployment of consumptives in the down- 
town bakeries. 

It is desirable that every man who 
seeks to obtain employment in bakeries, 
restaurants and confectionery establish- 
ments should have a clean bill of health.

Whether this be true or not, Mr. Sikes 
knows of men who bake in the Ghetto 
who are offlicted with consumption. 
Examination Is Required. 

The bill he proposes to ask the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to pass provides that 
everv baker go before the Board of 
Health and be examined as to his phys- 
ical condition, and his freedom from 
communicable disease. This certificate 
the baker must file with his employer, 
and it will be examined frequently. 

Every three months it will be neces- 
sary for the baker to renew his health 
certificate. It is necessary for the fac- 
tory inspectors to have police authority 
in order to apprehend the consumptive 
bakers, who dodge from one shop to 
another,.and. are not amenable to arrest 
at all times. 

Would Abolish Cellars. 

The abolition of cellar bakeries is one 
of the provisions of the law most re- 
quired. In the Ghetto there are many 
cellar bakeries run in absolute violation 
of the law. In these places the ovens 
are built into the walls, and the prem- 
ises are fixed for permanent bakeries, 
although they are constructed illegally. 

It is the intention of the bill to give 
these places sufficient time to change 
from basements without ventilation to 
more sanitary quarters. 

Assetably Officers Support It. 

Speaker Conran of the House of 
Delegates has promised to give the 
Sikes ordinance for clean bakeries his 
support, and it is thought that it will 
find favor with a majority of the 
delegates and be pushed to an early 
passage. 

President Forman of the City Coun- 
cil had high praise for the expcsure 
of the dirty bakeries and Factory In- 
spector Sikes’ plan for an ordinance 
to compel them to keep clean and pre- 
vent the employment of consumptives 
and persons with communicable dis- 
eases. He said that such an ordinance’ 
would have his fullest support.

law the other day. The Public Printer had 
been suspended and another man had been 
named for the place. When the appointee pre- 
sented his bond at the Treasury for approval 
he was- informed that the law designated the 
successor in such cases and that the President 
had made the selection without authority. 

When the history of the present administra- 
tion is written an important and interesting 
chapter will have to be devoted to similar in- 
advertencies. In 1869 Gen Grant gave the coun- 
try a shock by appointing A. T. Stewart Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and then quickly with- 
drawing his name because, as an importer, he 
was ineligible. Mr. Roosevelt comes into con- 
flict with the law about as frequently as he does 
with the malefactors of great wealth. For in- 
stance: 

In the Brownsvilie case in dismissing from 
the service a battalion of negro soldiers he 
deprived them of their rights as citizens. When 
the absurdity of this judgment was pointed out 
he modified it. 

In the case of spelling reform he undertook 
by executive order to usurp the powers of Con- 
gress over the Public Printer and was. obliged 
to recede from the position which he had taken. 

In the case of his intervention in the great 
coal strike in Pennsylvania nothing but the 
complacency of operators and miners prevented 
him from bringing his high office into con- 
tempt, for he acted wholly without authority. 

In the case of the treaty with San Domingo 
establishing what amounted to an American 
protectorate which he attempted to make effect- 
ive on his own responsibility he had to be 
reminded by the Senate of the fact that under 
the constitution all treaties must have the as- 
sent of that body. 

In the case of a Massachusetts murderer under 
sentence Of death, great petitions for and against 
execution being in circulation, he wrote officially 
tc Gov. Guild favoring the death penalty. 

In the case of one of his elaborate reconstruc- 
tions of the Cabinet he made new appointments 
and sent them to the Senate several months _ be- 
fore the vacancies were to occur, the law giving 
him power in such matters only when vacancies 
exist. 

In the matter of the secession of the State of 
Panama from Colombia the better to facilitate 
American plans for the construction of the isth- 
mian canal the power of the United States 
appears to have been used in what was prac- 
tically an act of war without the knowledge or 
the assent of Congress. : 

In the case of the American Asphalt Trust’s 
quarrel with Venezuela he proceeded in its be- 
half to the verge of hostilities with Dictator 
Castro, was defied by the latter, was finally con- 
strained tc send a high-priced lawyer to Caracas 
to investigate and, on receiving his report, sup- 
pressed it and dropped the subject. 

In the case of the Ohio River pilot who of- 
fended him he ordered his arrest and com- 
manded the Board of Steamboat Inspectors to 
revoke his license for six mofiths, which was 
contrary to law. 

In the case of his recent bond issue he an- 
nounced a purpose to sell $100,000,000 of Treas- 
ury certificates to relieve the stringency in New 
York, when the law plainly says that they shall 
be used only to meet necessary expenditures. 

During the President’s recent speechmakirfe 
tour of the Mississippi Valley he advocated with 
much force the desirability of extending the 
powers of government by what he called “con- 
structive jurisprudence.” By that it was clear 
enough that he meant to suggest to the national 
courts the adoption of a policy of conforming 
their judgments not to the law but to the 
opinions end desires. of the judges. 

There are more than 100 Federal judges in the 
land, and if all were to act upon this suggestion 
we would have as many different kinds Of con- 
structive jurisprudence as there are courts. Even 
the wisest and best of men, with the written 
law for their guide, find it difficult to agree as 
to its meshing and intent. Left to themselves, 
we may ¥asily imagine the chaos that would 
prevail. 

The illustrations given above of what must 
be regarded as unconscious constructive juris- 
prudence on the part of the President show 
how important a part law plays in orderly 
government. If in addition to more than 100 
Federal courts operating on the go-as-you-please 
plan we were also to have a chief magistrate 
intent upon overriding law it would not take 
much of a seer to foretell the end.

Railyay Club Speaker Declares

In his lecture before the St. Louis 
Railway Club at the Southern Hotel Fri- 
day night, Prof. L. P. Breckenridge of 
the University of Illinois said that there 
is no reason why St. Louis should have 
a smoke blanket.

Furnaces, he said, frequently smoke 
simply because they are forced too 
hard. This extra draft wastes coal and 
increases the volume of smoke. One 
of the interested listeners was Smoke 
Inspector Jones.

years ago as a branch of the Door of 
Hope, and Miss Whipple became its ma- 
tron, leaving the old Door of Hope in 
charge of one of her converts. 

Miss Whipple’s funeral will be held 
at the Plymouth Congregational Church, 
Belleglade and North Market street, at 
2p. m. Monday. She was 31 years old.

The boys formed in a long line, with 
Father Dunne at the head, and all 
marched in good order to the playroom 
on the first floor.

But hilieads Coe Jackson 
Will Be Opposed by 
President Haynes.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Satisfied that 
the Mutual Reserve Life Instirance Co. 
is hopelessly insolvent and that it is a 
great injustice to its 45,000 policy hold- 
ers to permit them to continue paying 
dividends and assessments, Attorney- 
General Jackson will apply Monday or 
Tuesday for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to wind up the company’s af- 
fairs. 

The company has about $75,000,000 of 
outstanding insurance, all of which 
practically is lost to the policy holders. 

Haynes to Make Bitter Fight. 

Archibald C. Haynes, president of the 
Mutual Reserve, held a long conference 
with its officers and counsel and decid- 
ed to make a bitter fight in the courts 
to prevent the appointment of receiv- 
ers. , 

“The assets are so little,’”’ said the 
Superintendent of Insurance, ‘that 
there will hardly be enough to pay the 
death claims outstanding. This means 
that men who have been insured in the 
company for 10, 15, 20 years, or 25 years 
even, will get nothing for all the money 
they have put in all these years. More- 
over, many of them have reached such 
an advanced age they will never be able 
to insure in another company. 

“All that was taken into considerg- 
tion and every possible effort has been 
made to keep the company out of the 
hands of receivers.”’
